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Another abuse allegation 
made in Wilmington school system

WILMINGTON — Last 
week, it was revealed 
that the Massachusetts 
Department of Children 
and Families was investi- 
gating allegations of 
abuse against a middle 
school staffer in the Wil- 
mington Public School 
system. 

In an interview with 
Channel 7 News (WHDH) 
on June 16, a Wilmington 
Middle School sixth gra-

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der spoke of the situa- 
tion, saying the staff mem- 
ber in question would 
make remarks about her 
appearance, then saying 
the two had a “close rela- 
tionship.” She stated the 
staff member had fre- 
quently touched the hair 
of other students. 

This investigation comes 
roughly a month after a 
separate case of abuse 
against a special needs 
child was reported against 
a staff member at the 
Wildwood Early Child- 


hood Center. Wilmington 
Public Schools Superin- 
tendent Glenn Brand re- 
cently updated members 
of the community on 
the investigation, stating 
that the district has re- 
ceived reports from the 
Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Children and Fa- 
milies supporting some 
of the allegations. 

The staff in question at 
the Wildwood Early Child- 
hood Center were placed 
on administrative leave. 
In the new case at Wil- 


mington Middle School, 
the staff member in ques- 
tion has also been placed 
on administrative leave, 
pending a DCF investiga- 
tion. Brand stressed the 
seriousness of the alle- 
gations, and assured that 
proper consequences will 
ensue if the allegations 
are found to be true. 
“The allegations in each 
of these cases are wholly 
unacceptable, counter to 
the values of WPS and 
will not be tolerated,” 
Brand wrote in a state- 
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ment. “All of our stu- 
dents, faculty and staff 
deserve to study and 
work in a safe environ- 
ment. Any conduct of the 
type alleged will be 
investigated thoroughly 
and, if warranted follow- 
ing those investigations, 
met with the appropriate 
discipline and/or conse- 
quences.” 

In response to the recent 
allegations, Wilmington 
Public Schools announced 
that an independent at- 
torney would also be con- 


ducting an investigation. 

Brand emphasized that 
any allegation brought 
forth within the district 
will be thoroughly inves- 
tigated. 

“We do wish to state 
unequivocally that any 
student or family who 
comes forward with alle- 
gations of misconduct, 
harassment or abuse will 
have those allegations in- 
vestigated with the thor- 
oughness and_ serious- 
ness that they deserve,” 
he stated.

WHAT TAXPAYERS 
SHOULD DO IF THEY GET 
A LETTER OR NOTICE 


FROM THE IRS 


— PART I — 


Every year the IRS mails letters or notices to 
taxpayers for many different reasons. Here are some 
do’s and don’ts for taxpayers who receive one: 

Don’t ignore it. Most IRS letters and notices are about 
federal tax returns or tax accounts. Each notice deals 
with a specific issue and includes specific instructions 


on what to do. 


Don’t panic. The IRS and its authorized private 
collection agencies do send letters by mail. Most of the 
time, all the taxpayer needs te do is read the letter 
carefully and take the appropriate action. 

Don’t reply unless instructed to do so. There is usually 
no need for a taxpayer to reply to a notice unless 


specifically instructed to 


do so. On the other hand, 


taxpayers who owe should reply with a payment. 
IRS.gov has information about payment options. 

Do take timely action. A notice may reference changes 
to a taxpayer’s account, taxes owed, a payment request 
or a specific issue on a tax return. Acting in a timely 
fashion could minimize additional interest and penalty 


charges. 


Do review the information. If a letter is about a 
changed or corrected tax return, the taxpayer should 
review the information and compare it with the original 
return. If the taxpayer agrees, they should make notes 
about the corrections on their personal copy of the tax 
return and keep it for their records.

Part of real education 
is making mistakes

“Mistakes are a natural 
part of learning, as stu- 
dents cannot develop into 
critical thinkers if they 
regularly freeze out of 
fear they will be making 
an error,” said Colin Seale, 
a mathematics teacher 
who turned lawyer and 
writer. 

These comments occur- 
red in his Cult of Peda- 
gogy article. I found great 
comfort in the long time 
saying that “you learn 
from your mistakes.” In 
my life, that has been my 
thinking, as a mistake be- 
came part of any future 
decision on the same 
type of issue that I was 
going to make. 

When I repeated a mis- 
take that was an excep- 
tion but caused me to 
analyze the issue deeper 
and usually prevented 
the same issue from oc- 
curring again. 

Seale uses an example 
of a classroom situation 
where the teacher asked 
students to suggest words 
beginning with each let- 
ter of the alphabet. When 
they got to the letter I, 
one student called out 
“Tguana.” Great work, 
said the teacher. 

This was followed up 
with the instructor asking 
for any other suggestions 
for the letter I. Another 
member of the class said 
“lizard” and the teacher 
said “sorry not right,” 
moving on to other sug- 
gestions. 

Seale commented that 


“the teacher should have 


asked what he was think- 
_ing” and sharpened the 
student’s reasoning skills 
and how to support claims 
with evidence. 
Seale adds that the boy 
could have been thinking 


of the second letter in liz- 
ard, that could have as- 
sociated lizard with igua- 
nas (not with the original 
letter) or he could have 
been confused by the 
typestyle (Ariel) being 
used for on-line instruc- 
tion, an upper case I is 
identical to a lower case 
Ee 

Seale relates that “criti- 
cal thinking is so very 
important,” adding that 
mistake analysis should 
be a regular part of K-12 
instruction. 

If I was teaching today 
and read this column a 
couple of reactions I 
would have is that Seale 
makes a great deal of 
sense in having mistakes 
being reviewed to deter- 
mine a probable logical 
cause, while at the same 
time trying to cope with 
the “time element” to do 
this all the time would be 
impossible. 

As they say, the answer 
may be to use the process 
as an example with a 
class and individually in 
one-on-one _ student-tea- 
cher discussions on test- 
ing and grading issues.

WESTON = When 
Sunday's Division 2 North 
Sectional Track Meet 
ended, a total of 39 medals 
were handed out to 
Wilmington High 
Athletes, 22 on the girls 
side and 17 on the boys 
side, which includes four 
each in various relay 
races. 

Of the 39, eight came 
thanks to two members of 
each team, Amanda 
Broussard and Celia Kulis 
on the female side and 
Sean Riley and. Isaac 
Avila on the male side. 

Certainly that's very 
impressive, but if you ask 
Broussard, that's nothing 
compared to who she had 
to be matched up against 
in order to take a third 
place in the very competi- 
tive 400-meter race. 

“It's definitely intimidat- 
ing. You are standing next 
to her in a line and you're 
like, 'Oh my God, that's 
Makayla Paige’. Just see- 
ing Makayla Paige's 
name next to mine in a 
race is so wild, but it's 
more about once you start 
running, you forget all 
about everyone else in the 
race and you just think 
that this is more for me 
and this is my race,” she 
said. 

Paige in case you don't 
know, is the phenom from 
Tewksbury, who is a two- 


time All-American, who 
won both the 400 and 800- 
meter races this weekend, 
and her resume is about 
100 pages long, which 
includes heading to UNC- 
Chapel Hill in the fall on a 
full athletic scholarship. 

Paige took the 400 at 
56.52, ahead of 
Pentucket's Syeira 
Campbell and Broussard, 
who both fourth out 
tremendous charges in 
the last 150-meters but 
couldn't catch Paige. 
Broussard came across 
the finish line at 58.90 sec- 
onds, which was signifi- 
cantly better than her 
Middlesex League time of 
59.87 seconds and her new 
time re-broke her old time 
for the fastest time in pro- 
gram history. 

“I definitely wanted to 
get out really hard. My 
biggest problem with the 
400 has been getting out 
hard because I get nerv- 
ous about dying at the 
end,” she said. “But this 
time, even having 
Makayla Paige in that 
lane in front of me made 
me push that second 100- 
meters to get to that split 
that I really needed to get 
in order to get my times.” 

Before the three front 
runners hit the final turn, 
both Campbell and 
Broussard made a push, 
closing the gap a bit, 
before Paige was able to 
seal the deal, winning her 
fifth individual divisional 
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championship title in 
three years, which 
includes three in the 800, 
one in the 400 and one in 
the 400-meter hurdles. 

“There are a bunch of 
phenomenal runners in 
that race. Any one of 
them could have come up 
on me on that last 
straight away. I could 
hear (Syeria and 
Amanda) the entire time. 
They are both fantastic 
athletes and I was talking 
to them before the race 
and they are also fantas- 
tic people,” said Paige. 

Added Broussard, 
“(Campbell's) push defi- 
nitely took the mental 
stress off of me. I felt like 
at the league meet and I 
came down to the last 100- 
meters, I was alone, so 
being pushed here, I had 
to work harder.” 

Throughout the Fall-2 
season and now the spring 
season, all Broussard 
wanted to do was break 60 
seconds. She has done 
that and is now down to 
under 59. 

“Amanda had a phenom- 
enal day. I'm ecstatic for 
her. As a captain, she just 
sets the example,” said 
head coach Brian Schell. 
“She just leaves it out 
there in both of her races. 
In this case, in the open 
400-meters, she re-broke 
her own school record 
once again by almost a 
whole second, and again 
all along she just wanted 
to break 60 seconds and 
then today she broke 59 
seconds which is more 
huge. 

“She's a junior captain 
and this is why I like hav- 
ing juniors as captains 
because it sets the exam- 
ple going into the follow- 
ing year and I know she 
really wants it for next 
year.” 

Broussard wasn't done 
yet - after getting some 
water and going in the 
shade for a bit, her num- 
ber was called again for 
the 4x400 relay. 

“In the relay, she gets 
the baton, a good 20-to-30 


meters behind and she 


still ran a sub 60 (second) 
split, a 59.64 so to come 
back and the team taking 
sixth place was huge and 
all of them in that relay 
race combined to run a 
massive personal record,”

Leading the way 
once again for Shawsheen 
was senior Tyler 
Archibald, who placed in 
four events, taking first 
place in the 400 meters in 
a time of 55.17 and the 
triple jump with a dis- 
tance of 37-02.00, while 
taking second in the long 
jump with a distance of 
18-11.50.

Freshman Zach Rogers 
continued his big first sea- 
son with the Rams, taking 
first place in the 110-meter 
hurdles in a time of 19.09 
and second in the 200 at 
24.51. He was also second 
in the shot put with a dis- 
tance of 36-05.00. Senior 
Randy Leavitt meanwhile, 
was part of the first place 
4x400 relay team, while 
also taking second in the 
javelin with a throw of 
125-00 and third in the 400 
meters in a time of 58.50. 

While disappointed of 
course to see the streak 
come to an end, McGrath 
was able to look back with 
pride on what his team 
has accomplished over the 
past four seasons, with of 
course one season lost in 
the middle due to COVID- 
19. 

“T remember losing our 
first meet of the year in 
2017 to a very strong Lynn 
Tech team, but we had 
done so well that I remem- 
ber thinking we might not 
lose again all season,” 
McGrath said. “And we 
didn’t.” 

They also didn’t lose 
again in 2018, 2019 or this 
season until coming up 
against Greater 
Lawrence, putting togeth- 
er a streak that will live 
on in the history of the 
program for years to 
come. 

“It represented a lot of 
talented individuals who 
bought into a team con- 
cept,” McGrath - said. 
“There was a culture 
established that lead to 
one graduating class pass- 
ing the torch onto the 
next.” 

The Rams would

Overall, McGrath was 
very happy with not only 
the results in this meet, 
but for the season overall.

He felt the senior 
leaders of this year’s team 
were a big part of the rea- 
son for the team’s suc- 
cess, with athletes like 
Smith, Archibald, 
Costello, Leavitt and oth- 
ers leading the way for the 
Rams on and off the 
track. 

“A lot of teams would be 
very happy with a 41 
record,” McGrath said. 
“There was potential for 
the culture of our pro- 
gram to fall apart after 
the lost 2020 season. I was 
concerned we would 
essentially be starting 
from scratch with two 
classes worth of athletes 
(freshmen/sophomores ) 
who hadn’t been in the 
program and would make 
up roughly half the roster. 
But the seniors brought a 
leadership style that 
revived the culture estab- 
lished six years prior and 
quickly got expectations 
back to where we want 
them to be. I’m very 
thankful that they chose 
to come out even with the 
circumstances as_ they 
were. 

“These kids worked real- 
ly hard to make this the 
best possible experience 
they could and I appreci- 
ate all they have done for 
this program.”

High School softball team 
was still laughing and 
having fun, despite being 
eliminated 9-2 in a wet 
afternoon game played at 
Aprile Field. 

’ Whether they win or lose 
twenty games every year, 
there is only one way this 
well-respected program 
can be described: first 
class all-around (or is 
that three up, three down 
and three all-around?) 

“J just got through 

- telling the kids that before 
the season started, I never 
thought we would have got 
this far in the tourna- 
ment,” said head coach 
Paul Lyman. “I knew we 
would do well because we 
were not in a_ great 
league, but you can't take 
anything away from this 
team. They had a great 
season. 

“Today (against 
Dracut), the kids were 
very nervous and I think 
that had a little bit to do 
with the outcome, but 
Dracut was the better 
team and you can't take 
anything away from them. 
They deserve it.” 

Through the teams' 
three state tournament 


wins, Wilmington 
outscored Lynn Classical, 
Saugus and Arlington 
Catholic, 9-2, while Dracut 
outscored Jeremiah 
Burke, Melrose and 
Arlington, 57-2. Something 
had to give on Saturday. 

Lyman had a tough deci- 
sion to make before the 
game. Harris only played 
one inning of state tourna- 
ment ball because of a 
sprained ankle. She was 
given the OK to play and 
Lyman had to decide 
whether or not to play his 
All-Conference shortstop. 
He went with the same 
line-up he wrote down the 
past two games with Kelly 
Landers on the mound 
and Amy Surran, the No. 
1 starter at first, while 
Melissa Mather, the usual 
first baseman, playing 
second and Catherine 
Townsend, the regular 
second baseman, moving 
to shortstop. The coach 
did make one change - 
putting Harris as the des- 
ignated hitter batting her 
in her normal No. 3 posi- 
tion.

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Slow start hinders ‘Cats offense; Austin Prep advances to next round

READING - After opt-

BEDFORD - If they 
were going pull the upset 
in their preliminary round 
matchup of the MIAA 
Division 3 North 
Tournament with Bedford 
on Friday afternoon, the 
Wilmington High Baseball 
team knew they would 
need to get contributions 
throughout their roster. 
But like any team come 
playoff time, they also 
knew that without a good 
pitching performance, 
nothing else would really 
matter. 

As it turned out for the 
Wildcats, they did get the 
outstanding pitching they 
needed, not just from one 
pitcher, but from two, as 
both junior starter Joe 
Dynan and sophomore 
Jacob Roque gave them 
strong performances in 
leading the team to a 9-4 
victory and advance them 
to the first round of the 
tournament against North 
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Reading on Monday. 

The duo combined to go 
seven strong innings for 
the Wildcats, three earned 
runs, allowing eight hits, 
while striking out nine. 

Dynan picked up the win 
for the Wildcats, getting 
them off to a strong start 
with four innings of work, 
striking out five while 
allowing five hits, and 
three runs, two. of which 
were earned. He then 
handed the ball off to 
Roque who was equally 
effective, allowing three 
hits and one run, while 
striking out four over the 
final three innings to pick 
up the save. 

For Dynan, while there 
was obviously the pres- 
sure of starting a tourna- 
ment game to deal with, 
he was able to put that 
aside and simply focus on 
getting his team off to a 
good _ start.

He proceeded to 
shut Bedford down over 
the next two innings, 
before struggling a bit in 
the fourth, and credited 
his teammates with mak- 
ing his job a lot easier. 

“Not only did I have the 
run support, but we had 
the momentum,” Dynan 
said. “My head was clear, 
so all I had to focus on 
was. throwing _ strikes, 
which I struggled with a 
little, but the guys behind 
me never gave up on me, 
and (assistant) coach 
(Chris) Grecco at first 
base is always telling me 
to keep my head up and 
encouraging me and I just 
went on from there.” 

Like Dynan himself, 
Wilmington head coach 
Aldo Caira would have 
liked Dynan to have a lit- 
tle better control, but 
overall, he liked what he 
saw from his top starter. 

“Joe threw the ball hard. 
He walked a couple too 
many guys for my liking, 
but he also had five strike- 
outs against a _ pretty 
decent team, so I was 
happy with that,” Caira 
said. “He kept us in the 
game and you can’t ask 
for much more than that 
in a game like this.” 

Bedford would touch up

Roque did just that, 
allowing one run over his 
first two innings of work, 
before slamming the door 
in the seventh with a 1-2-3 
inning, that included two 
strikeouts, including pun- 
chouts on the last two bat- 
ters of the game, getting 
Bedford’s final hitter look- 
ing at a called third 
strike. 

“I just wanted to get it 
over with and go cele- 
brate with the boys after a 
big win and move on to 
next week,” Roque said of 
his dominant seventh 
inning performance.

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North Reading too powerful, prevail 10-0, to end ‘Cats season

NORTH READING - 
After surprising Bedford 
with an exciting 9-4 victo- 
ry in the preliminary 
round, the No: 24 seed 
Wilmington High 
Baseball team traveled to 
North Reading on 
Monday afternoon with 
hopes of keeping their 
momentum going and 
knocking off the No. 8 
Hornets in the first round 
of the MIAA Division 3 
North Sectional 
Tournament. 

It was not to be howev- 
er, as the Wildcats were 
victimized by a six run 
second inning by the 
Hornets on their way toa 
10-0 loss that ended their 
season with an overall 
record of 3-11.

Conrad’s Law 
gets renewed push 
in State House

State Senator Barry Fine- 
gold (a Democrat who repre- 
sents Tewksbury in the Second 
Essex and Middlesex District), 
Representative Natalie Hig- 
gins (D-Leominster), and Con- 
rad Roy’s mother submitted 
testimony last week to the 
Joint Committee on the Judici- 
ary in support of Conrad’s Law 
(S.1032/H.1640). This legisla- 
tion was filed in honor of Con- 
rad Roy, a young man who 
died after his girlfriend 
Michelle Carter relentlessly 
bullied and pressured him into 
taking his own life. 

In 2017, Bristol County 
Judge Lawrence Moniz found 
Carter guilty of involuntary 
manslaughter in the death of 
Roy after she waived her right 
to a jury trial. He said he 
based his guilt on phone calls 
she had with Roy while he was

in his truck gassing himself 
(as described by Carter in 
texts to her friends), as op- 
posed to text messages be- 
tween the two. Moniz 
determined those phone calls 
caused Roy to go through with 
killing himself. 

The judge then sentenced 
Carter to a two-and-a-half-year 
term with 15 months to be 
served in the Bristol County 
House of Corrections and five 
years of probation. Her 
lawyers took the case to the 
Massachusetts Supreme Judi- 
cial Court who eventually 
sided with the judge and 
Moniz’ sentence remained. 
Carter began her sentence on 
Feb. 11, 2019. 

At the same time, her 
lawyers also petitioned the 
case to the United State 
Supreme Court on the basis 
that the ruling violated her 
First and Fifth Amendment 


rights. They argued Roy had 
a history of suicide attempts 
and that Carter actually at- 
tempted to talk him out of it. 
The Supreme Court refused 
to hear the case. 

In January of 2020, Carter 
was released from prison 
three months early for good 
conduct. 

In the time since, Roy’s 
mother, along with Sen. Fine- 
gold, has worked to pass Con- 
rad’s Law to make it illegal to 
coerce someone into killing 
themselves. It came before 
Beacon Hill in 2019 and the 
measure has __ previously 
earned support from the 
Boston Globe, the Lowell Sun, 
the Eagle Tribune, and other 
editorial boards. 

While the bill received pub- 
lic support, it stalled in the leg- 
islature in early 2020, which 
Finegold attributed to the be- 
ginning of the coronavirus

pandemic. He told The Lowell 
Sun it has a better chance of 
passing this time. 

“This crucial bill would 
clarify a gray area in Massa- 
chusetts law and make it ille- 
gal to coerce someone else into 
committing suicide,” said Sen, 
Finegold. “Almost every other 
state has criminalized suicide 
coercion, and Massachusetts 
should, too. Cyberbullying and 
teen suicide rates have spiked 
dramatically in the past 
decade, and the COVID-19 pan- 
demic has made it all the more 
important to focus on youth 
suicide prevention. Medical ex- 
perts are deeply concerned 
about the pandemic’s long- 
term effects on the mental 
health of young people. 

“As students return to 
school in person, we need to 
make sure they are safe. Pass- 
ing Conrad’s Law would send a 
clear message that suicide co- 
ercion is unacceptable and 
subject to criminal liability. 
This is a common-sense re- 
form that will help save lives.” 


A study by Harvard Med- 
ical School revealed that be- 
tween 2000 and 2017, the suicide 
rate rose by 47 percent among 
teens aged 15 to 19 (Roy was 18 
when he took his own life). The 
recent rise in cyberbullying is 
particularly dangerous: ac- 
cording to a 2019 study of psy- 
chiatrically hospitalized 
adolescents, 10 percent were 
hospitalized specifically be- 
cause of cyberbullying. 

"Conrad Roy's death was 
an unspeakable tragedy that 
exposed a clear gap in our 
laws,” underscored Rep. Hig- 
gins. “When a loved one is in a 
mental health crisis, we expect 
that those closest to them will 
do their best to connect them 
with the resources they need. 

“Unfortunately, he did not 
get that help but was rather 
encouraged and coerced into 
committing suicide. With this 
legislation, we hope Massachu- 
setts will join the 40 other 
states that recognize the crime 
of suicide by coercion." 

Under the proposed bill, 


you would be punished with up 
to five years in prison if you 
knew someone had suicidal 
ideation and intentionally co- 
erced that person into taking 
their own life. As laid out in the 
bill, suicide coercion entails ex- 
ercising substantial control 
over the victim and encourag- 
ing them to commit suicide or 
providing the victim with the 
physical means (or knowledge 
of such means) to commit sui- 
cide. 

In this case, it would be 
Carter telling Roy to get back 
in his truck after Roy seem- 
ingly had second thoughts, ac- 
cording to Judge Moniz in his 
ruling. He sad Roy broke the 
“chain of self-causation” to- 
ward his suicide when he ex- 
ited the truck and it was 
Carter’s “wanton and reckless 
encouragement” to return to 
the truck that lead to his death.

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In Pixar's ‘Luca,’ young life as a stolen adventure

A brisk and bright sun- 
dappled fable of above- 
ground adventure and 
below-the-surface identity, 
Enrico Casarosa's "Luca" 
— a summery, shimmering 
fish-out-of-water fairy tale 
— is one of Pixar's most 
pure and condensed en- 
chantments. 

Pixar has plunged into 
the sea before, of course, in 
the aquatic "Finding 
Nemo" and "Finding Dory." 
Lushly detailed waters have 
been sprinkled through 
many of the studio's films, 
from the rushing river of 
"The Good Dinosaur" to the 
frothy seaside surf of 
"Piper." One personal fa- 
vorite: how, after the frantic 
Paris chase in "Rata- 
touille," the diminutive Chef 
Skinner bobs furiously in 
the Seine. 

But in "Luca," we're in 
the ocean to look longingly 
upon another world, which 
happens to be our own. 
Luca Paguro (Jacob Trem- 
blay) is a 13-year-old sea 
monster who lives off the 
coast of the Italian Riviera. 
He's a farm boy, like many 
protagonists before him, 
with dreams of another, for- 
bidden realm — only Luca 
shepherds goatfish, instead 
of goats, on rolling under-

water pastures. To him, the 
surface is a magical, un- 
knowable place that he's 
only heard rumors of from 
his grandmother (Sandy 
Martin), who's quickly 
shushed by his protective 
parents (Maya Rudolph, 
Jim Gaffigan). 

But curiosity and the urg- 
ings of another, more land- 
accustomed sea monster, 
Alberto (Jack Dylan 
Grazer), compel Luca to 
swim up to a beach and 
stride ashore, He watches

Alberto do it first. When 
Luca gets up the nerve, the 
transformation is immedi- 
ate. Fin turns to foot. Tail 
disappears. And a very sea- 
legged boy steps forward, 
swiftly falling on his face 
and flopping on the ground 
like a fish. 

Walking comes quickly 
enough, though, and 
through Luca's eyes we see 
the wonders of surface- 
dwelling anew — the blue 
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sor who helped draft the legislation, com- 
mented, “Conrad’s Law would fill a glaring void 
in Massachusetts law, which many states have 
already filled, and ensure that the punishment 
truly fits the crime in cases where someone co- 
erces a vulnerable person into committing sui- 
cide.” 

Currently, courts in Massachusetts have to 
adjudicate coerced suicide cases under invol- 
untary manslaughter statute, which is not nar- 
rowly tailored to the specific crime. The 
absence of a clear legal standard was one of 
the main reasons why Carter’s trial resulted in 
a drawn-out process that forced Conrad’s fam- 
ily into the spotlight. 

Conrad’s Law would ensure that the Massa- 
chusetts courts do not create a slippery slope 
of 20-year manslaughter convictions for crimes 
based on speech. Likewise, the bill makes clear 
that it does not apply to any medical treatment 
lawfully administered by a physician to a pa- 
tient. 

Roy’s mother Lynn, who has played a key 
role in drafting and advocating for the bill, em- 
phasized, “It is not acceptable to coerce an in- 
dividual to kill oneself, especially when they 
know a person has entertained suicidal 
thoughts. Once that line is crossed, we are now 
entering a territory of evil and immoral behay- 
ior, and I truly hope, through the passing on 
Conrad’s Law, that this type of behavior will 
soon be illegal and punishable by the laws of 
this state. As I’ve stated before, if this law can 
save one life, one soul, one family from the 
harshest pain, then we have all succeeded.” 

In the years since Roy’s death, the tragedy 
has been covered by both local and national 
media and turned into a Lifetime Original 
Movie called “Conrad & Michelle: If Words 
Could Kill,” starring Austin McKenzie and 
Bella Thorne and an HBO documentary called 
“I Love You, Now Die: The Commonwealth vs. 
Michelle Carter.” Finally, Hulu announced a se- 
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ries starring Elle Fanning as Michelle Carter. 
called “The Girl From Plainville.” It has not re- 
ceived an airdate, according to IMDB. 


(Below is Lynn’s complete written testi- 
mony to the Judiciary Committee in 2019, 
which was prepared along with her husband 
Roland St. Denis. ) 

I want to thank the Judiciary committee for 
taking the time to hear this afternoon’s testi- 
mony. I came here today to tell you about my 
beloved son. Conrad Henri Roy III was an affa- 
ble, kind, thoughtful, and extremely loving 
young man. He was also very sensitive and dur- 
ing his later years, anxious and wrought with 
depression. He struggled with today’s techno- 
logical world, social media, and just fitting in. 
He was also the perfect target to be bullied. 

Despite these perceived negatives in his life, 
Conrad also managed to be a Dean’s list student 
and received an academic scholarship; he loved 
and played sports; and became a tugboat cap- 
tain at the age of 18. The world could have been 
his oyster. 

Conrad always talked about living in a dif- 
ferent time. He truly felt his life would be easier 
if he had been born in the 1800’s, where a lot of 
the things he struggled with up to his death had 
not existed. He was truly an old soul. 

There is no doubt my son struggled with anx- 
iety and depression, but he did not deserve to 
be coerced by an individual with selfish, evil, 
and deluded motives. No child should ever have 
to endure that type of onslaught and no parent 
should ever have to bury their own child. Ever. 

Each person he touched, he left a lasting 
memory because of his compassion, sense of 
humor, and loving nature. And there are many 
young adults today who are just like my son. 
They are loving, caring, empathetic human be- 
ings. And they are being bullied, harassed, and 
made to feel inferior, or even worse. 

I am here today to remind you and the people 
of Massachusetts that it is not acceptable to co- 
erce an individual to kill oneself, especially 

when they know a person has entertained sui- 
cidal thoughts. Once that line is crossed, we 
are now entering a territory of evil and im- 
moral behavior, and I truly hope, through the 
passing on Conrad’s Law, that this type of be- 
havior will soon be illegal and punishable by 
the laws of this state. 

As I’ve stated before, if this law can save 
one life, one soul, one family from the harshest 
pain, then we have all succeeded. Please keep 
that in mind when you consider this legislation.

Reading’s Mark Porter a 
second team track All-Ameri- 
can again and Big 10 champ 

Reading’s MARK 
PORTER, a junior on the 
Penn State men’s outdoor 
track team, earned Second 
Team All-American honors, 
placing 12th in the men's 
javelin in the recent NCAA 
Outdoor Track & Field cham- 
pionship held in Eugene, Ore- 
gon. The Big Ten javelin 
champion posted a throw of 
227 feet even to close out his 
season. Porter jumped up the 
Penn State all-time leader- 
boards this season with the 
program's second ranked 
throw of 242-7. 

Porter was also a second 
team All-American in 2019. 
Last year’s outdoor season 
was cancelled due to the coro- 
navirus pandemic. 

In the Big 10 champi- 
onships held on the campus of 
the University of Illinois in 
Champaign in May, Porter 
won the javelin competition 
with a throw of 239-1. After a 
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slow start, Porter claimed the 
lead on his third throw and 
never surrendered the advan- 
tage. 

Not bad for an athlete that 
wasn’t recruited to attend 
Penn State but chose to go 
there because he liked the 
campus and had the major 
(plant science) that he 
wanted to study. 

At Reading High, Porter 
earned three varsity letters 
and served as track & field 
team captain of the Rockets. 
Porter won the Division 2 
state title in 2016 and captured 
the All-State title in 2017, 
breaking the RMHS school 
record with a throw of 194-7 at 
Bridgewater State. 

Porter also competed in 
the U.S. Olympic Trials last 
Saturday and came in 16th 
with a throw of 219-8. The 
event was won by Curtis 
Thompson whose top throw 
was 271 feet, 7 inches. 


Former Woburn Country 
Club pro Paul Parajeckas 
shoots his age in Mass Open 

At 71 years old, former 
Woburn Country Club pro 
PAUL PARAJECKAS was the 
oldest player in the field at the 
111th Mass Open last week at 
Oak Hill Country Club in 
Fitchburg. 

Now the club pro at Pleas- 


ant Valley Country Club in 
Sutton since 2009, Parajeckas 
shot his age in the second 
round of the Mass Open, walk- 
ing and carrying his own bag. 
He did not make the cut to the 
low 50 scorers and ties from 
the 150 players who started in 
the three-round tournament. 
Still his 77-71-148 for the two 
rounds is certainly commend- 
able.

Play was suspended 
at 7:51 p.m. on Monday be- 
cause of darkness. There had 
been rain earlier that day that 
forced a delay and pushed tee 
times back. 

At 3-over when play was 
suspended, Parajeckas did not 
get off to a good start in the 
resumption, finishing double 
(15th), bogey (16th), par 
(17th), bogey (18th) to stand 
at 7-over after his first round 


giving no indication that he 
had a 71 in him come Round 
2 

He began his second round 
on the back nine (10th tee) 
and shot a 3-over 38. On the 
front nine, however, he rallied 
to match his age, making 
three birdies on holes 1, 3 and 
6, around a bogey on hole 4. 
He finished with three solid 
pars for a front side, 2-under 
33 and a 71 total. 

Parajeckas has been beat- 
ing Father Time before. He 
won the NEPGA Sectional 
Championship at the age of 59 
in 2009 and won the NEPGA 
Senior Sectional Champi- 
onship 10 years later when he 
was 69 in 2019. 

“lve shot my age many 
times, but not too often in 
competition, and I haven’t re- 
ally played a lot this year,” 
Parajeckas told the Worcester 
Telegam and Gazette. “My ad- 
vice is to never give up. I just 
grinded out there today. These 
young guys, how far they hit it 
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just amazes me. I had to use 
hybrids for my second shots 
on the par 4’s a lot, but I 
putted very well overall and 
the pin placements were in 
tough spots, so you had to be 
careful.” 

After his fine round, Para- 
jeckas wasn’t going to hang 
around for congratulations or 
to see if he made the cut. He 
was off to Pleasant Valley to 
get back to work. There was a 
twilight shotgun going off that 
he had to oversee.
